Av INun.ination that Costs $150,000, 
MoNnrReaL, May 31.—Another disas- 
trous fire occurred at 1 o’clock yester- 
»day morning, by which about sixty 
houses were destroyed, and about the 
same number of families rendered 
homeless, The fire broke out in Con- 
roy’s stables, situated on Dalhousie 
street, in Grffintown. A high wind 
was blowing at the time, and the 
flames spread with lightning rapidity, 
and communicated to Esplins’ lumber 
yard and planing mill in the rear. Aa 
immense qnantity of lumber was stored 
on Esplins’ premises, and the flames 
soon increased rapidiy, sending forth 
sparks into the suriounding streets, 
which contained small wooden houses, 
The fire spread from the lumber piles 
to a number of sheds belonging to the 
tenement houses in the rear of Esplins’ 
lumber yard. Surrounding the lam- 
ber yard on William, Duke, Dalhousie 
and Nazareth streets, stood a whole 
block of light wooden tenement hous s 
and with the higo wind which prevailed 
at the time a better tinder box could 
not be found. Maxweil’s planing mull! 
then took fire,and achange in the 
wind carried the flames over to the 
eastern side of the street, and also in 
the direction of William street. It cut 
its way through to Ottowa street, lick- 
ing up all the flimsy honses in its 
advance. It only stopped on Nazareth 
street when it reached Ottowa street 
where the firemen made a determined 
fight to arrest its progress. The flames 
went on to Nazareth street, and at one 
time threatened to devour the building 
01 Duke street, but only four were con- 
sumed on the latter street.
